Everybody thinks mure or less; 
«omc more intelligently and fairly, 
some lea*, ao. But all think. This is 
well, for thinking makes a strong 
man, and happy is it, both for him- 
self and others, if his thinking be 
wise and good, out of a good charac- 
ter which is the main thing. 

Therefore I do not say, “Vote for 
License;” at the coining city election. 
Neither do I say, “Vote no License.” 
Rather, I prefer to lay a few simple 
facts and principles in the manner of 
a free, frank and friendly talk, before 
my fellow citizens of every name and 
kind. They can .then fairly and 
faithfully think these over carefully 
«gain for themselves and can then 
vote for what seems right and best. 

1. Now, is the appeal made to self- 
respect, coupled with pity for all who 
Yieed it? Forty years ago, or more 
I saw a poor, misguided, rum-ridden 
fellow man fall solid, with a heavy 
thud and a smothered groan, on a 
Cold, wet, muddy cobble-stone pave- 
ment, on one of the rawest, sleety 
November evenings. I have more 
and more strongly felt, ever since, 
how much better it is for men to 
put rum into the gutter than for rum 
to put men into the gutter. This, 
for me, has always been t lie whole 
temperance question in a nutshell. 
This feeling was only confirmed, 
when, only a few winters ago, and in 
front of my own house, two stout 
young fellows,— worthy of better 
things, — were both sprawling on the 
wet slippery sidewalk, too drunk to 
get up, or to keep each other up. 
Happening to see them, I managed to 
help them both up and get them 
agoing again. Some might have 
mocked and laughed at the sight, 
but, to me, it was a sad one. I told 
them the short temperance principle, 
above mentioned, to help their minds 
as well as their feet. “That’s right,” 
they frankly, though shakily replied, 
and after a few steps we pleasantly 
parted. I hope it did them and me 
good. For myself, I am glad and 
thankful that no liquor was ever a 
temptation to me, and that, pledge 
or no pledge, I have, of my own free 
will, been practically a total abstain- 
er, and, indeed, am now willingly 
^pledged to be such. 

Now, as to pledges, we can learn 
something well worth knowing from 
the most noble and well beloved St. 
Paul. He, closely following his 
divine Master, said, “Let no man 
put a stumbling block in his brother’s 
way, or an occasion of falling.” What 
deadly temptations would be blotted 
out, if this rule were gladly followed. 
.And again, he said, “If meat causeth 
my brother to stumble, I will eat no 
flesh while the world standeth, that 
I cause not my brother to stumble.” 
So then, every one may well and 
cheerfully take a total abstinence 
pledge for two reasons, first for him- 
self, — “let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall,” 
and second for others, that they may 
be helped by example to take a strong 
stand and keep it, 

2. Is another appeal to moral free- 
dom and real independence? Thous- 
ands here make sad shipwreck by 
confounding true and false freedom. 
True freedom makes the learner seek 
a teacher, so that he may better 
learn what he longs to know, or 
makes a traveller over dangerous 
ways seek a guide to safely lead him. 
True freedom leads the most skilfuL 
sea captain to wait for a pilot to carry 
him into a strange port, where ne 
wants to be. Over-confidence in 
himself, or other like headstrong 
folly, would only hinder what the 
learner, the traveller, or the captain 
wants to do, and so would be only a 
vain show of freedom and a danger- 
ous counterfeit of real freedom. 

The man of clear, firm mind and 
self-respect knows of his own free 
mind when and why and how to say 
"“no.” If he says “no” when it is 
right that he should, and says it as he 
ought, civilly, and not rudely, he 
will be more respected for his firm 
but friendly standing by his prin- 
ciples. 

Again, and again, in younger days, 
I have been otfered liquor from a 
flask, or beer as a treat, by student 
companions in out of door studies. 
A friendly “no I thank you,” just 
as anyone would say it when offered 
a dish he did not care for, was always 
kindly taken.and never made trouble. 
Have faith in right, and have faith 
in your right to keep out of harm’s 
way. 

3. But again. Is the appeal to 
honorable public spirit; and kindly 
social fellowship? “No man liveth 
unto himself.” “We are members 
one of another.” “Cain” has had 
to learn that he is his brother’s keep- 
er. All like Cain are compelled by 
events to-day, as never before, to 
find that each muBt live for all as 
well as for himself. 

Next after the single individual, or 
the single home, comes the local com- 
munity. because it is much smaller 
than the county, the state, or the 
nation. The local community is made 
up of connected friendly homes, hav- 
ing many common interests, and 
bound to dwell together in peace and 
concord, each for all and all for each. 

In this way, the question here be- 
fore us is left in a shape to enable 
everyone to act out these large and 
generous principles on Uie liberal 
and truly democratic plan of local 
option. It is not a question of “you 
shall,” or “you shan’t.” It is a ques- 
tion of trying faithfully to find out 
what is really best for each and all, 
and then to vote accordingly, in the 
enlightened real freedom already de- 
scribed. 

4. There is then one more appeal 
which is to intelligence and good 
will, to help in thus finding out what 
to think and then how to act. It has 
long been a matter of common knowl- 
edge, — or easily may become such — 
that liquor it, practically of no value 
'> food ; or as a wholes >me and effect- 
ual >uree of warmth, or of strength 
either of mind or body. Medical 
and other scientific testimony on 
this point is so abundant and easily 
found in libraries, that it need nut 
be further mentioned here. 


Whatever kind of “merry heart” 
liquor gives is very far inferior to 
the “merry heart” that “is a con- 
tinual feast.” and that “doeth good 
like a medicine.” It is a dangerous 
and deceiving counterfeit of the 
“merry heart” that comes from cheer- 
ful industry, contentment, a happy 
home; labored for until it comes, and 
joyfully lived for when it comes. 

More than that, the drinker’s 
“mirth,” whose end is heaviness 
from weakened ambition, energy and 
seif-approval, is a poor exchange for 
the satisfaction that conies from 
feeling that we are helping, if ever 
so humbly, the life, the prosperity, 
the good condition and the good name 
of our own church, village or town, 
or of the institution, corporation ir 
business establishment of any kind, 
to which we belong. 

Liquor is notoriously a helper in 
making rags, poverty, dirt, disorder 
and crime. Who wants any of these, 
for himself, or his friends, or his 
home, or his neighborhood? 

Liquor, finally, is a great enemy 
of thrift. Are not a good Savings 
Bank account, a neat tea table, and a 
tidy home, better than a spree? 

There now ! Are we not all ready, 
after an hour of sober thinking, to 
vote for what we sincerely believe 
will bring and keep all the good 
things this paper has tried to fairly 
set before all eyes;and will put away 
and keep away the evil things that 
I have faith to believe no one really 
wants to see? 

Are we not all ready, I say, to join 
hands, and go together as Newton 
fellow citizens to vote on conscience, 
hanor and good sense, for whatever 
we are as sure as we can he is really 
best for each and for all?

As the result of a stabbing affray 
at 3% lloj'lston street, Thompnon- 
villc, Sunday evening, . Pasquale 
Troiani was placed under bonds of 
'520.000 to await the result on the part 
of the victim, Hnrrardim Gnsbarri, 
who had been sent to the Newton 
hospital with a deep cut live inches 
long across the abdomen. Troiani is 
well known to the police of Newton. 
In May he was given 45 days in the 
house of correction for disturbance 
and for inciting a riot among the 
Italians employed on the water works. 
Since that time he has been arrested 
for drunkenness. From the story 
told Monday morning by the pris- 
oner’s brother, Siuseppi It appears 
j that the two went to Gasbarri’s 
house shortly after 6 Sunday even- 
' ing. While there Pasquale Troiani 
! quarreled with one of the boarders in 
the house. The brother of the injured 
j man became iucensed at his remarks 
1 and ordered him from the house. He 
refused to go, and drawing a stilletto, 
exclaimed, “Come on. If you have 
any heart come outside.” The in- 
jured man’s brother then pushed him 
from the room and closed the door. 
A few moments later Giuseppt looked 
out and saw Pasquale with an up- 
lifted knife standing outside. Bara- 
dino Gasbarrl then started out with 
the remark, “ I’ll take care of him.” 
He had no more than opened the door 
when he was struck in the abdomen 
with the knife. Although bleeding 
profusely he chased his assailant up 
the ; street until overcome by the loss 
of blood, when he fell to the ground 
and was later found by his compan- 
ions. Carlini Troiani, brother of the 
prisoner, gives this version of the 
affair: “Pasquale and I went to the 
house at 398 Boylston street, early 
Sunday evening,” he said, “to make 
a call. While there my brothi r got 
into an argument with one of the 
boarders there, which resulted in 
words with Gasbarri’s brother. He 
said: “I will look out for you fel- 
lows. You get out of this house. ” 
My brother said: ‘You fellows come 
outside if you have any hearts in 
you.’ “Then Gasbarri’s brother 
made a run at us and pushed Pasquale 
outdoors. Pasquale then pulled his 
knife to defend himself. Gasfcarri’s 
brother saw the knife and ran and 
told his brother about it. Then Gas- 
barri came to the door, and, seeing 
my brother there, said : ‘I’ll take 
care of you,’ and at the same time 
gave him a bang on the head. When 
he recovered he and Gasbarri clinched 
and fell on the ground, and Gasbarri 
wa3 stabbed. We then ran away.” 
When captured by the police Troiani 
still had the knife in bis possession 
and attempted to stab Sergt. Bartlett 
The weapon was knocked from his, 
hand and he was handcuffed to keep 
him from further mischief. The 
weapon is a large jack kinfe, with a 
needle-pointed blade about five inches 
long. _________

Serious Accident. 

The 11.25 p. m. train on the Cir- 
cuit branch last Tuesday jumped the 
switch at the point where the branch 
leaves the main line, near Cottage 
Farm, derailing and overturning the 
engine and an empty passenger car, 
which immediately followed, and de- 
railing the second car, a combination 
smoker and baggage. The train was 
well filled with passengers who were 
thoroughly shaken up by the shock 
and J. F. Dorsey of Newton Upper 
Falls and Mrs. T. J. Roberts of 
Needham received some injuries. 

The fireman, F.E. Harvey of River- 
side, was thrown clear from the 
wreck and escaped with a few bruises. 
The engineer, Seward B. Jones of 
Riverside, was caught and pinned to 
the ground by the boiler, and exposed 
to the falling coals from the fire box. 

It was impossible to relieve him ex- 
cept with the aid of hoisting appar- 
atus and after suffering for nearly 
an hour, death came to his relief. 

The wreck stopped travel on the 
main line for about an hour, the 
theatre train on that line taking the 
passengers from the wrecked train 
and carrying them to their destina- 
tion. 

Mr. R. A. Richards of Newton was 
severely burned while endeavoring to 
aid the unfortunate engineer, and 
the conductor had his back strained. 

The accident js said to have been 
caused by a broken switch rod, but 
thorough investigations are being 
made by the company and the Rail- 
road Commissioners. The property 
loss is said to be about 510,000. 

Seward B. Jones, the dead en- 
gineer, lived at the corner of Auburn 
and Bourne streets, and was about 55 
years of age. He leaves a widow, a 
daughter, and two sonB. 

Funeral services were held today 
and the body will be taken to South 
Harris, Me., for burial.

This is a 
complete tale in itself, but has the 
same characters which have appeared 
so successfully in “Lost on the ' 
Orinoco." The boys, with their 
tutor, who is an old hunter and trav- ! 
eller, sail from Venezuela to the West 
Indies, stopping at Jamaica, Cuba, j 
Hayti and Porto Rico. They have 
numerous adventures on the way, and I 
then set out for St. Pierre, Martini- I 
que, to join the fathers of two of the 
lads. On approaching the ill-fated 
island they encounter the effects of ! 
the eruption of Mt. Pelee, and two of 1 
the boys are left on a raft to shift 
for themselves. Later on the adven- 
turous party does some thrilling 
volcano exploring, in an endeavor to 
locate the boys’ parents, who have 
disappeared.

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Republicans Victorious in All Contests but One. 
Sweeney Elected in Ward One. 

Mayor's Term of Office to be Two Years. No Li- 
cense Receives a Strong Endorsement. 


The cold weather and generally 
uninteresting election resulted in a 
small vote being cast last Tuesday 
at the annual municipal election. 

3389 ballots were cast in the whole 
city and Mayor Weeks received 2294 
to 925 for Dr. S. L. Eaton, his demo- 
cratic opponent. The entire republi- 
can ticket is also elected with the 
single exception of the nominee for 
ward abler man in Ward One. 

In this ward the republican vot e 
was split by the independent candi- 
dacy of Dr. Gallagher and the demo- 
cratic nominee, Witt. P. Sweeney, 
was easily elected. The fourth can- 
didate, John Flood, did not take his 
nomination seriously and his vote 
was accordingly meagre. 

Possibly the greatest interest was 
aroused in the contest for school com- 


mittee from Ward 7, between Miss 
Burt and Mr. Travis. Tile women's 
vote was almost solid for Miss Burt 
and she ran ahead of her ticket be- 
sides, but the strength of Mr. Travis 
was such as to give him a lead of 445 
votes in the whole city. 

The acceptance of the two year 
term for mayor was something of a 
surprise as but little work was done I 
in behalf of the measure, and as a 
rule the average voter is reluctant 
to make radical changes in existing 
methods without strong reasons there- 
for. The act is accepted by a majori- 
ty of 304 and will take effect at the 
next city election. 

The majority of 1022 for no license 
is extremely gratifying considering 
the generally adverse conditions of 
election day. Only two precincts 
were carried by the liquor interests, 
and every ward is in favor of the 
present system.

Washington, Dec. 8, 1902. 

As if to demonstrate its complete 
approval of the President's message, 
Congress has immediately gone to 
work to frame such trust legislation 
as Mr. Roosevelt lias indicated as de- 
sirable. As it is deemed wise to em- 
body in the proposed law a tax feat- 
ure, not particularly for the purpose 
of raising revenue, but in order that 
there may be no question as to the 
constitutionality of the enactment, it 
has been determined to permit the 
House Committee on Judiciary to 
frame and report the law. The com- 
mittee is already actively engaged, 
the trust bill of Representative Little- 
field of Maine having been taken as 
a basis and having been favorably 
reported by the sub-committee to 
which it was first referred. 

Mr. Littlefield's bill in its present 
shape provides for that publicity 
which the President has designated 
as so desirable, by requiring every 
corporation or similar institution 
with capital stock in excess of $500- 
000, to make annual returns showing 
all tiie important data concerning its 
business, to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. It further provides for 
a tax of 1 per cent, on all stock issued 
in excess of what is regarded as act- 
ually paid up in cash ’or its equiva- 
lent. While the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will conduct the details 
of enforcement the Attorney General 
is instructed to prosecute all cases 
which tlie Commission reports as 
i failing to comply with the provisions 
of the law. Suitable penalties arc, of 
course, provided for infractions. In 
tins connection, the bill of Represen- 
tative Hepburn which provides for an 
appropriation of $500,000 to enable flic 
Attorney General to adequately prose- 
cute such cases against the trusts as 
he may deem it necessary to bring, 
becomes of the utmost importance. 

Most of the republican leaders of 
the Senate have signified not only 
their willingness to further anti-trust 
legislation in accordance with the 
president’s recommendations, but pre- 
dict that such a law will be enacted. 
Senator Hoar has said that he feared 
the short session would not afford an 
opportunity to do the subject justice 
but, if a satisfactory law is passed 
by the House, it is not likely that 
the Senator from Massachusetts will 
stand in its way. 

Senator Lodge has introduced a 
bill providing for the reduction of 
the tariff on imports from the Philip- 
pines, from 75 to 25 per cent, of the 
Dingley rates. This bill is in entire 
accordance with the views of Secre- 
tary Root and Governor Taft and will 
doubtless become a law. It is further 
regarded as paving the way for great- 
er liberality with Cuba. Another im- 
portant measure affecting the Philip- 
pines, which Senator Lodge will 
bring in at an early date, will pro- 
vide for a gold standard in the 
islands. Vice-Governor Luke E. 
Wright, who is in Washington, speaks 
in glowing terms of American ad- 
ministration in the islands and states 
that, when the two bills referred to 
have been enacted, the Philippines 
will experience an era of prosperity 
heretofore unknown in tlie islands. 

The only cloud on the republican 
sky is furnished by tlie Omnibus 
Territorial bill. Senator Beveridge 
and his committee after looking over 
the terriorics, reported the hill with 
the recommendation that only Okla- 
homa be admitted to statehood. Tl e 
New England senators all oppose the 
admission of the territories but many 
of the western republicans believe 
that it will be a mistake to refuse 
admission as republican sentiment 
is growing in the South and, with 
the personal popularity of the Presi- 
dent to incite it, together with the 
fact that the republican party fathered 
their statehood, it would be easy to 
make of the three territories steadfast 
adherents of republican principles. 
Senator Quay has by no means given 
up the fight he has been making in 
favor of the territories and there 
promises to be a sharp contest on the 
door of the Senate before the matter 
is disposed of. 

The Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs has favorably reported the 
Militia Reorganization bill, which 
was introduced by Representative 
Dick and passed by the House at the 
last session. This bill was original- 
ly drawn in accordance with the views 
of the Secretary of War and provids 
for the organization of the "reserve 
military strength" of the nation. 
Briefly, it provides for the drill and 
armament of the militia in accord- 
ance with the regulations prevailing 
in the regular army. It permits the 
President, in time of war or emer- 
gency, to call on the governors of 
states for military ass istance and 
permits the use of the state forces 
as entireties, without separate enlist- 
ment or commissions. It provides 
for a reserve force of those Avho have 
served in ^either the regular army or 
the militia, who shall meet from time 
to time for drill and camp service 
and for a roll of officers who. having 
served for a certain time, shall pass ' 
ail examination and Ibe certified as 
worthy of commissions when such are 
required. 

Senator Proctor has brought in the 
Army Reorganization bill, drafted by 
Secretary Root, and which is a modi- 
fication of the bill introduced last 
year for the same purpose. It pro- 
vides for the command of the Army 
by a general staff, instead of by a 
single lieutenant general as is now 
tlie case. The Secretary of War lias 
succeeded iu overcoming the opposi- 
tion which last year attended this 
measure and it is said to stand au ex- 
celleut chance of enactment.

Evacuation Day. 

The British evacuated New York 
119 years ago, November 25, 1783, and 
the anniversary ever since ban been , 
celebrated in some way and was cele- 
brated this year in that city under the 
auspices of the Washington Conti- 
nental Guard, under command of 
General Earle. The British command- 
er, Bir Guy Corlcton announced to 
General Washington that he would 
embark and deliver him tlie city of 
New York on November 22. General 
Washington, General Knox and Gov- 
ernor Clinton and a large number of 
civil and military ofl eers i rri*. cl nsa 
Kingsbridge. General Washington 
directed Colonel William Hull to 
march his detachment at daybreak 
the next morning to the heights near 
Kingsbridge and take possesion of 
the forts. The next day Carlcton 
gave notice that he could not embark 
until the next day, but as it rained in- 
cessantly the embarkation was de- 
layed until the next day, the twenty- 
fifth. Colonel Hull paraded his corps 
of light infantry, which he had com- 
manded for five months, to escort the 
commander-in-chief, who soon after- 
wards rode to the front and highly 
complimented the corps for the ex- 
cellent appearance aiul high state of 
discipline. Tlie procession was met 
by crowds of citizens, many of whom 
had been exiled from their homes for 
seven years, and the strcets,the tops 
of houses, and windows were filled 
with men, Avomen and children, wav- 
ing plumes and garlands of greens 
and dowers, and cheering with every 
expression of joy and gratitude. The 
Hessians, under command of General 
Enyphausen, had occupied what was 
known as the Morris house for seven 
years, and vacated it on November 21. 
On the fourth of December Washing- 
ton bade farewell to his officers at 
Frances’ tavern. A barge was in 
waiting to convey him from Whitehall 
to Paulus Hook. He was escorted to 
the barge by the corps under com- 
mand of Colonel Hull, which gave 
him the last military salute that he 
received from the Revolutionary 
army, which he acknowledged while 
standing on the barge waving his 
hat in silent adieu. 

This Colonel William Hull was 
afterward severely censured for the 
surrender of Detroit in 1812, but 
students of history now, in the 
light of newly discovered facts and 
records, exonerate him and con- 
cede that he vras compelled to surrend 
er by reason of circumstances which 
no human agency could control. Col- 
onel Hull had participated in nine 
pitched battles of the Revolutionary 
war, and had led desperate bayonet 
charges and rendered efficient service 
to such an extent that at the request 
of General Washington, General 
Wayne* and General Heath, he was 
twice promoted for gallantry in 
battle.

THE RESULTS. 

The success of the Republican 
ticket at the city election this week 
was discounted in advance, the in- 
terest centering in the result of the 
ward alderman fight in Ward 1, in 
the contest for school committee 
from Ward 7 and in the outcome of 
the vote for two year term for the 
mayor. 

In Ward 1, the election of Mr. 
Sweeney is the result of the indepen- 
dent candidaev of Dr. Gallagher, 
whose strength was largely derived 
from what is normally the republi- 
can vote. The ward committee failed 
to recognize this fact and complacent- 
ly settled back in the belief that the 
opposition to the Republican candi- 
date was divided, when as a matter 
of fact the boot was on the other leg. 

The election of Mr. Travis is 
gratifying to those who desire to see 
strong and influential men on the 
school board. The worn n vote as 
predicted last week was almost solid 
.for Miss Burt, but the adverse 
weather conditions presented the 
ladies from being much of a factor 
in the result. Miss Burt’s vote, 
under the circumstances is quite 
complimentary, however, and she 
ran well ahead of her ticket. 

The adoption of the two- year 
term for mayor was rather a sur- 
prise, as but little work was done 
in its behalf. The influence of 
Mayor Weeks probably ^had an im- 
portant bearing on the result. 

The large majority for no license 
is especially pleasing when the cold 
and the generally uninteresting elec- 
tion are considered, and shows con- 
cluively that the electorate of Newton 
cau be generally depended upon to do 
the best thing. 

The coal situation in this city is 
the most serious since the coal strike 
was declared last spring. Dealers re- 
port that the hard coal supply is 
practically exhausted and 'great 
difficulty is found in obtaining 
enough teams to deliver of coal. 

The heavy demand brought forth 
by the cold wave this week is the 
cause for this situation, which will 
probably be relieved next week as coal 
is reported on the way to this city. 

A little patience and a willingness 
to take coal in small lobs in order 
that the present supply may go as 
far as possible are the qualities to 
be cultivated under the circumstances. 

The delay in continuing the nom- 
ination of Mr. C. E. Kelsey as a 
library trustee is inexcusable.

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TOc Way we Form our own Faces, and 
tbe three afjes of Reatfiy in Women 
**I require not hi tiff of thee,” said 
a father to his innocent son, when 
bidding him farewell, “but that thou 
shouldst bring me back thy counte- 
nance." People are what they look; 
and we alt know by intuition. Little 
children even, and some animals read 
at a glance the character of good or 
evil in the couutenance of a stranger, 
and are at once attracted or repelled. 
Every man and woman by physiog- 
nomy is daily influenced; at this 
moment, the reader can figure a 
countenance which shall to him, 
or her, appear exceedingly lovely, or 
exceedingly hateful; all of us, more 
or less, the first time we arc in com- 
pany with a Btranger, compare, ob- 
serve, judge and estimate according 
to appearances. That every individual 
is responsible for the countenance he 
bears can scarcely be denied, if we 
admit that he is the creator of his 
own character and the controller of 
his own mind. 

However beautiful a face may be 
in form and features, it is the ex- 
pression of the countenance that 
either makes or mars it, beautifies or 
disfigures it. We commence to 
make our own faces in the morning 
of life; that budding time of youth 
when impressions more easily in- 
fluence the character, and the mind 
more readily affects the countenance. 
By the time a man or a woman 
reaches thirty-five, sometimes be- 
fore that age, the facial expression 
has become almost permanent. It 
then requires much training and 
persistent cultivation, to undo the 
work of many years. Pleasing ex- 
pressions are generally acquired be- 
tween ten and twenty, they are, so 
to speak, a concentration of many 
smiles, and joyous thoughts. Each 
motion of the mind leaves behind 
some impression upon the lineaments 
of the countenance, not, however, at 
once observed, but continually re- 
peated assume at last that habitual 
look portraying the character — beau- 
tiful or deformed. To transform this 
premanent expression of the coun- 
tenance which we have woven and 
worn for many years of our life, ap- 
pears at first sight to be bordering 
on the impossible. However, upon 
close examination of the philosophy 
of facial transformation, we shall 
find it to be perfectly rational, which 
routine I shall set forth in many 
of ray following chapters. 

That beauty is a possible attain • 
ment, no one will deny who has 
diligently studied the subject in its 
philosophical, metaphysical and phys- 
iological aspects. I use the word 
"beauty” in its broader, sense— and 
not in its narrower meaning; there 
is a considerable distinction between 
prettiness and beauty There are 
three distinctly marked ages of beauty 
in woman, each of which forms an 
important epoch in her life. 

The first age extends from birth 
to the period of puberty. This is a 
time when the face and form are un- 
dergoing their development to burst 
forth in due course like a flower 
in the glory of maturity. 

The second period extends from 
the full growth of womanhood to 
the age of forty. At the commence- 
ment of this time in her life, her 
neck increases in size, her voice 
assumes a different tone, her eyes 
grow brighter, and her beauty be- 
comes more striking and attractive. 

In the third age, extending from 
forty to sixty-five, plumpness of the 
face and form invariably makes its 
appearance. The fat in the system 
being absorbed with less activity ac- 
cumulates in the cellular tissue be- 
neath the skin, and in other places 
of the body. This frequently effaces 
the wrinkles that have begun to fur- 
row the skin, and restores once 
more the freshness and sometimes 
almost the beauty of youth. This 
period is known as "the age of re- 
turn." 

Some women preserve their beauty 
longer than oth<rs, still, physical 
beauty of women should last until 
they are past this thiid age; nor does 
beauty, in many cases, reach its 
zenith under the age of forty. Indeed, 
it was past the age of forty-two, be- 
fore Helen of Troy came on the stage 
of beauty. Aspasia was thirty-six 
when married to Pjricles, and she 
was a most brilliant figure thirty 
years afterward. Cleopatra was 
thirty-four years past when she met 
Antony. When Diane de Poictiers 
won the heart of Henry II, she was 
thirty-six. The king was half her 
age, but his devotion never changed. 
Anne of Austria was thirty-eight 
when described as the most beautiful 
woman in all Europe. Mdme. De 
Maimenou was forty-three when 
united to gay Louis, and charming 
Catherine of Russia was thirty-three 
when she seized the throne, which 
site occupied with splendor and beauty 
for thirty -three years more; and 
Mdme. Recainier was considered 
tfhfe most beautiful when at the age 
of forty -five. Naturally, you now 
ask, cun one rejuvenate a face on 
which time has already left its mark?

Christian Science. 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 25, 1902. 
Editor of the Graphic. 

Newton, Mass. 

Dear Sir:— 

Your masked correspondent on the 
subject of Christian Science duds 
his essay by declaring; “Christian 
Science denies the plain truths of 
the Bible. It is neither Christian 
nor Scientific and is out of harmony 
with the fundamental principles of 
logic and common sense and con- 
trary to the experiences of human 
existence.” This Science has been 
discovered by Mrs. Eddy in the 
teachings of Christ. It is Christian 
| because its teaching and practice are 
in strict accord with Christ. It is 
spiritually scientific because its 
basic lesson is the scriptural teach- 
ing, "God is Spirit.” It is logical 
because every statement contained 
in the Christian Science text-book, 
Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures by Mary Baker G. Eddy 
Is a consistent deduction from its 
premise. Let our critic show where- 
in Christian Science differs in any 
way from Jesus’ philosophy, "God 
is Spirit.” 

Our Critic declares his intention not 
to omit anything that would change 
the sense in quoting from the Chris- 
tian Science text-book, and yet some 
of the quotations which he has given, 
without their context, afford a very 
i in perfect sense of Christian Science. 
Such is his quotation in respect to 
bathing and rubbing. Mrs. Eddy 
condemns these as hygienic methods, 
but she declares, "Cleanliness is 
next to Godliness” and that "bath- 
ing should be for the sole purpose of 
keeping the body clean.” Are Chris- 
tian Scientists less clean in mind and 
body than other classes? 

If our critic really made quotations 
from Science and Health for the pur- 
pose of giving a fair unbiased mean- 
ing of it, why did he not quote more 
extensively and without comment? 
Did he believe that his comments 
would make the book more clear or 
on the contrary, did he believe that 
by his peculiar method of making 
quotations and comments he could 
help the book to appear ridiculous? 

I would assure him that if Christian 
Science were what he represents it 
to be. it would be as offensive to its 
I adherents as it is to him, and it is 
to be regretted that he does not make 
sure of his understanding before he 
attempts to teach this science. We 
repeat what we have often declared 
that it is as impossible for one to 
understand this science sufficiently 
to present it correctly to others with- 
out first having been a successful 
practitioner as it is to teach mathe- 
matics without first having a wide 
experience in the solution of mathe- 
matical problems. Whatever our 
, critic may assume, Christian Science 
is indeed a Science and must be so 
treated in order to be understood. 

I He declares, "Her (Mrs. Eddy’s) 
chief object seems to be to deny the 
| reality of sin, sickness and death, 
yet she treats them all through the 
book as if they were very real to her- 
self.” Our critic is in error on these 
two points. The foundation teaching 
i of this Science deals with its defini- 
! tion of God as Spirit, Love, the only 
first Cause, and secondly with His 
j creation as His, expression or mani- 
I festation. Thirdly it concludes as to 
the constituency of sill, sickness and 
death from its teaching in respect 
to Cause and effect. He who can en- 
dorse the major premise of Christian 
Science, namely, its definition of 
I God as Spirit, Love, and its minor 
premise. His creation is after His 
1 kind and therefore Spiritual, must 
I of necessity endorse its every con- 
clusion and the entire teaching of 
' the Christian Science text-book, 
j Our critic insists that the Bible 
teaches the reality of sin, sickness 
and death. Will he please quote 
wherein the Scriptures specifically 
declare sin to be real? Jesus declared 
sin, sickness and death to be the 
works of the devil. He spoke of the 
woman as having been bound by 
satan for these eighteen years. He 
did not say she was bound by rheu- 
matism but "bound by satan.” He 
spoke of satan as a liar and the 
father of it and of his own. his off- 
spring, as a lie. If the woman was 
bound by satan and satan’s band is a 
lie as Jesus taught, according to 
axiomatic reasoning, she was bound 
by a lie, a false claim. Inasmuch as 
Jesus regarded sin, sickness and 
death as the works or products of the 
devil we are safe in assuming that he 
considered them not among the stern 
realities of existence but as belong- 
ing to the erroneous evil sense ot it. 
We iv ill all agree that however great 
sin, sickness and death may be to 
mortals, they can have no weight 
whatever in the sight of omnipotent 
God, for evil and disease have no 
more place in God’s presence than 
darkness has in the presence of light. 
True, Mrs. Eddy speaks of these evil 
claims in Science and Health and 
Christian Scientists in their outward 
deportment recognize that these exist 
in human experience and must be 
dealt with intelligently. They be- 
lieve in the power of evil and disease 
because they have not yet through a 
sufficient spiritual growth altogether 
uu believed in these. One who lias 
not sufficient faith in God to lift him 
above mortal frailties is more or less 
subject to sin and disease. Evil and 
devil are mentioned in the Scrip- 
tures as the powers of darkness. Dark- 
ness is not regarded aa an entity, 
not as something but the want of 
something, the want of light. So 
evil should understood as the ] 

want of consciousness and deiuonstra- 
tion of good. 

Our critic objects to the teaching 
of Christian Science, that the blood, 
heart, lungs, brain, etc. do not con- 
stitute the life of man Tills intro- 
duces a form of the much mooted 
question, "Which is first the egg or 
the bird?” The question more di- 
rectly put is this: Does the body 
produce life or ‘does life produce the 
body? In Christian Science the ques- 
tion would assume the following form : 
Does man create God or does God 
create man? for God according to 
Christian Science is life. 

Our critic quotes from Deut, "For 
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the life of I he flesh is the blood.” 
This and other quotations he offers 
as a proof that blood is the ll c 
according to Scriptural teaching. Is 
it not a little strange that he did not 
note and select the more clear and 
definite teaching of Jesus on this 
point? Why did he not quote the 
words of the Master as a means of 
enlightening us on this question, "It 
is the Spirit that quickeneth (giveth 
life) the flesh profiteth nothing? 
Herein Jesus declared Spirit to be 
that which animates and the flesh to 
be altogether unprofitable. Associ- 
ated with the statement. "It is the 
Spirit that quickeneth.” the Master’s 
words, "The flesh (matter) profit- 
eth nothing,” can only be interpre- 
ted to mean there is no life in matter. 
Indeed, if matter or flesh is altogether 
unprofitable, it has neither life, sub- 
stance nor intelligence. Will our 
critic insist that the-e is anything 
in it from Christ’s standpoint? When 
we consider this text together with 
the Scriptural declaration, "God is 
Spirit,” is not Mrs. Eddy absolutely 
correct when she declares Spirit to be 
the only Life, Substance and Intelli- 
gence and the universe, including 
man, to be the expression of Spirit? 
Paul wrote, "that no flesh shall 
glory in His (God’s) presence.” Jesus 
never uttered a favorable word con- 
cerning flesh or matter. 

Our critic objects to Mrs. Eddy’s 
teaching that belief acting through 
the mind is the only thing that pro- 
duces pain or sickness. Does he be- 
lieve it possible to be rid of pain 
through prayer? Does he believe 
that Jesus and the apostles destroyed 
pain through prayer? If they healed 
by such a change in the mental 
condition of the patient as to inspire 
faith in God, a lack of faith in God 
must have been the real cause of 
disease. We may say we have taken 
cold, we have overtaxed ^urselves, 
we have been exposed to disease 
germs and these are the causes of 
sickness, but are they the funda- 
mental causes? Are we not sick be- 
cause material elements and condi- 
tions have been allowed to be more 
to us then God? If in our medita- 
tions or prayers God becomes to us 
infinitely great, will not the so-called 
causes of disease become to us in- 
finitesimal and lose their power over 
us? If not, then man has no hope 
in God and the Psalmist was not 
right when he said, "Because Thou 
hast made the Lord which is my re- 
fuge even the Most High thy habita- 
tion, there shall no evil befall thee, 
neither shall any plague come nigh 
thy dwelling. ” It is not the expo- 
sure to accident and disease germs 
that needs to be destroyed in order 
to make mankind safe but the cause 
of these, a want of faith in the om- 
nipotence and omnipresence of God. 

Our critic declares that the Chris- 
tian Science text- book encourage 
parents to lie to their children in 
denying the power of pain. If he is 
a Bible student he will recall the 
story of Elijah when surrounded by 
the Assyrians in the city of Dothan. 
His servant reported to him that the 
mountain round Dothan was filled 
with the horsemen and chariots of 
the Assyrians. Elijah prayed and 
told the young man to go and look 
again. He did so and reported ; "The 
mountain round about Dothan is 
filled with the horsemen and chariots 
of God, so that they that be for us 
are more than all they that De against 
us.” In this instance, which was 
the real picture, the hosts of the 
Assyrians or the hosts of God? We 
say on a cloudy day, the sun shines in 
spite of the clouds. Cannot we truth- 
fully say God is omnipresence thougti 
because of evil manifestations this 
is not apparent? It is true that God 
is infinite Spirit and is everywhere 
present yet material sense which our 
critic seems to recoguize as "common 
sense” declares there is no Spirit 
and no God. Which shall we ac- 
cept as true? Is it a lie to acknowl- 
edge God and denounce his opposite? 
Paul said, "Yea, let God be true 
aud every man a liar.” It troubles 
my conscience not even a little to 
vehemently declare God’s alluess and 
satan’s powerlessness. It is true 
that Christian Scientists take pre- 
caution against sickness aud suffer- 
ing, for it is not only a part of this 
science to get out of trouble but it is 
also in keeping therewith to guard 
against it. Because of their belief 
of life, substance aud intelligence 
in materiality they are obliged to 
suffer to be so now and to indulge 
a great many practices which do 
not belong to the perfect spiritual 
mail. Meanwhile they do not neglect 
the better part, to remember the ever* 
presence and omnipotence of God.

The muster rolls of the civil war 
show a number of cases of soldiers who 
were dl covered to be women. 

One of the most remarkable women 
was Christian Cavenagh, who lived In 
England In the nineteenth century. She 
was married and bad three children. 
Her husband was curried off to Hol- 
land. where be had to enlist as a pri- 
vate soldier. His wife dressed as a 
man and enlisted so ns to be near her 
husband. She was wounded at the bat- 
tle of Lnnden. mnde a prisoner by the 
French and carried to St. Qermain-en- 
Laye, where she remained until she 
was exchanged. Then she quarreled 
and fought n duel with her sergeant 
and was transferred to another regi- 
ment. Again she was wounded at Ra- 
millies, when her secret was discover- 
ed. She was, however, permitted to 
remain with the regiment as a cook. 

Many English officers recall the case 
of “Dr. James Barry.” This woman 
served in the British army about fifty 
years ago qh a surgeon at the Cape, at 
Malta and at Barbados. At the Cape 
“he” fought a duel with an officer who 
bnd called “him” a woman. 

Mrs. Llndley, the wife of a Boldler, 
went through some of the sharpest en- 
gagements of the civil war. She en- 
listed in Company D, Sixth Ohio cav- 
alry, and fought at Fort Magruder, 
Hanover Court House, Bull Run, Antle- 
tam and Boonsboro. She is said to be 
still living and the mother of several 
children. 

Christina, queen of Sweden, was edu- 
cated and dressed Uke a boy from her 
birth because her father was disap- 
pointed at not having a son. She was 
more a king than a queen and after 
four years of rule resigned her crown 
and went off to amuse herself in Eu- 
rope. She was dressed to men's clothes 
and acted as uproariously ns nny man 
who ever owned his clothes by right 
of sex. She was only twenty-eight at 
the time.— Savannah NewB. 


FLAG LANGUAGE. 


The black flag Ib a sign of piracy. 

To “strike the flag” is to lower the 
colors In submission. 

Dipping the flag la lowering it slight- 
ly and holstlug It again to salute u ves- 
sel or fort. 

The yellow flag shows a vessel to be 
In quarantine or la a sign of a conta- 
gious disease. j 

A “flag of truce” la a white flag dis- 
played to au enemy to Indicate a desire 
for parley or consultation. 

The red flug In our service Is a mark 
of danger aud shows a vessel to he re- 
ceiving or discharging her powder, 

A flag at half mast means mourning. 
Fishing and other vessels return with 
the flag ut half urnst to announce the 
loss or death of some of their crew. 

Flags are used as the symbol of rank 
and command, the offieers usiug them 
being culled “flag officers.” Such flags 
are square to distinguish them from 
other hu nners. 

The white flag is n sign of peace. 
After a battle purtles from both sides 
often go out to the fleld to rescue the 
wounded or bury the dead under the 
protection of the white flug. 

If the president of the United Stuteu 
goes aboard, the American flag is car- 
ried In the bow of bis barge or hoisted 
at the must of the vessel ou baurd of 
which he is.— New Education.

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BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 

Plain Words Regarding Excessive Expenditures by 
Departments— Resolution Adopted. 

An Illuminated Clock for Newton Centre— Management of Library 
Discussed— Mr. Kelsey Confirmed ns a Trustee. 


At the last regular meeting of the 
board of aldermen for 1902, held oti 
Monday evening. President Weed 
was in the chair and Aldermen Baker, 
Barber, Bowen,' Brown, Carter, Day, 
Ensign, Hubbard, Hutchinson, Loth* 
rop, Lowe, Mellon, Norris, Pond, 
Saltonstall, Trowbridge and Webster 
were present. 

A hearing was immediately an- 
nounced upon the laying out of 
Windsor road, Waban, under t lie bet- 
terment act. Mr. W. C. Strong said 
that the road was laid out as a coun- 
try road and for years was satisfac- 
tory to the abuttors. A change was 
deemed desirable and the hearing was 
upon a petition. Mr. Strong said he 
had no interests on the upper part*of 
the road but had kept the lower por- 
tion in good shape. He had been 
told that the rate of assessments 
would be based upon the number of 
feet of frontage of each abuttor and 
did not believe the board would adopt 
such a narrow and arbitrary method. 
He thought each case should be 
treated separately and on its merits. 
Believing so he had signed the peti- 
tion and would bear his portion of 
the expense. Mr. Strong said that 
the matter of drainage required a 
strip of land from him ten feet wide 
which he did not feel called upon 
to contribute. He was willing the 
land should be taken at its assessed 
valuation and the cost made a part 
of the expense of the street, of which 
he would pay his share. 

Mr. J. H. Robinson was heartily 
in favor of the acceptance as he 
had been a resident there for 12 years 
and there had been more or less talk, 
trouble and expeuse about it during 
all that time. 

Mr. William Saville said he was 
the only land owner who had not 
signed the petition, which had uot 
even been presented to him. He had 
recently fixed 300 feet of the road in 
front of his place and with what other 
neighbors had done had put the street 
in very good shape. He did not want 
to protest but suggested that the ac- 
ceptance could wait a year or two as 
his assessment would be in the vicini- 
ty of $800, and he did uot like to add 
that amount to what he had already 
done unless absolutely necessary. 

A letter of remonstrance was read 
from Mary D. Aiken and the hearing 
closed. 

A communication from the school 
committee requesting an additional 
appropriation of $1500 for school in- 
cidentals and a transfer of $50 from 
the General appropriation to Convey- 
ance of Pupils was read and filed. 

Petitions of E. D. Dyer for dam- 
ages for injuries received by wife, 
and of Hugh Kelly, Joseph Borelli, 
Daniel O’Connell and Geo. F. Kelly 
for damages on account of fire caused 
by spark from road roller were re- 
ferred to the committee on Claims. 

Petitions of F. R. Miller et al for 
a gas light on Boylston road, and of 
H. H. Bemis for street light on Old 
Orchard roid were referred to the 
Street Commissioner, Alderman 
Trowbridge informing the board that 
the Gas Company had refused to 
comply with the request of the Street 
Lighting Commission as to lights on 
Old Orchard road unless more lights 
were ordered. The matter was now 
under advisement by the Mayor. 

Petition of John T. Burns for re- 
newal of Auctioneer license was 
granted. 

Petition of the B. & W. Street 
Railway Co. for extension of its fran- 
chise on Boylston street"until July 1, 
1903 was received, Alderman Trow- 
bridge Btating that the injunction of 
the Supreme court in the matter of 
crossing the railroad was the basis of 
the petition. 

In presenting the petition of the 
Commonwealth Avenue Street Rail- 
way Co. for an alteration of location 
recently granted them to connect 
with the tracks of the Boston Ele- 
vated at Lake street, Alderman Trow- 
bridge said that the plans of the rail- 
way engineer from which the City 
Engineer had scaled the plan adopted 
by the board, did not acurately show 
the rails of the Elevated Co. and 
that there was an error of from 6 to 
12 inches. The matter was merely a 
technicality, so far as the hearing 
was concerned, no opposition having 
developed at the former hearing and 
the mayor had signified his willing- 
ness to allow the company to proceed 
with the work as fast a possible. A 
hearing was then ordered for January 
12 at 2 p. m. to be advertised in the 
Newton Graphic. 

The petition of the 11. & W. Street 
Railway Company for cancellation 
of its bond on account of Boylston 
street was referred to the Committee 
on Public Franchises and Public 
Works, the City Solicitor, Street Cotn- 
niisiiuner and City Engineer to report 
to the committees at their meetings. 

Petitions of Filippo Vitti for a 
street musician license, of the N. 

\V. (ias I., i glit Co. for pole locations 
on Waltham street and at Ilall and 
Washington streets, and of the N\ 
K. Tel. iV Tel. Co. for pole locations 
on Watertown street were referred to 
the Committee on Public Franchise s, 
hearings being ordered where neces- 
sary for Dec. 23, at H p. m. 

A letter of acknowledgment of the 
memorial of the late Alderman John 
M. Kimball was received from Mrs. 
Sally 11. Kiiuball and placed on file, 

A communication from the Mayor 
relative to the proposed mill tax bill 
for school purposes and recommending 
passage of a resolution of protest by 
the^board was read and filed.

PUBLIC WORKS: Recommending 
public hearing on matter of burial 
grounds on North street; leave to 
withdraw on petition of B. & W. 
Street Railway Co. for waiting room, 
Boylston and Elliot streets; for lay- 
ing out of Hammondswood road,Curtis 
road, Broadway, Allison street, Los 
Angeles street, Faxon street, and 
reference to next city government of 
matters of school house and site, at 
Chestnut Hill; school < house, Wade 
district; laying out of Hillshoro ter- 
race, Devon road, Newell road, Wash- 
bum avenue, Rossmere street, Hunne- 
well avenue extension; drainage of 
Washington street and sewer in Cold 
Spring swamp. 

RULES, ETC.: Reporting inad- 
visable to take further action on 
change of ordinance to limit tenure of 
office of library trustees. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

On motion or Alderman Ensign the 
appointment of Chas. E. Kelsey to 
be a library trustee was taken from 
the table. Alderman Ensign then 
said that he believed Mr. Kelsey to 
be a gentleman well qualified for the 
position and the city was fortunate 
that he would accept the appoint- 
ment. Alderman Ensign did not be- 
lieve however, that there should be a 
life tenure to these officers. The ap- 
pointment was unanimously confirmed 
18 ballots being cast. 

On motion of Alderman Lothrop 
the order for printing the city docu- 
ments for 1902 was taken from the 
table. Alderman Lothrop said he 
had consulted the mayor upon this 
matter and that the mayor did not 
deem it wise at this time to cut down 
the number of |the reports, although 
he believed the matter published 
might be reduced. Alderman Melleu 
called attention to the duplication of 
matter in certain reports and thought 
a change might be made in that di- 
rection. The order was then adopted. 

LIBRARY TRUSTEES. 

Alderman Ensign submitted an 
amendment on the ordinance relating 
to the Library to increase the trus- 
tees from 5 to 7 and his remarks 
upon the same are omitted by request. 

A recess was taken by the board to 
allow immediate consideration of this 
matter by the committee on rules and 
upon reassembling, Alderman Brown 
reported that the committee had laid 
the matter over in order to consult 
the mayor. 

The record of the election on Dec. 

9 was signed by the aldermen pres- 
ent and an order declaring the results 
was adopted. 

The following orders were adopted 
without debate: Granting N. E. 

Tel. 6c Tel. Co. permission to remove 
poles from Centre Green, and for at- 
tachments on Berkeley street; grant- 
ing N. 6t W. Gas Light Co. pole lo- 
cation* ou Ward street, Ware road, 
Park avenue, and Temple street;

to cross Mt. Vernon street with pri- 
vate wire; making certain betterments 
ou account of Hammond brook; au- 
thorizing Treasurer to receive $425 


from citizen* to bo expended for 11- 
| luniinaU'd click, on Mason school; 
i assigning hearing Dec. 29 on laying 
out of Green street, (under bettcr- 
| ment act;) of Lincoln road, of Sham- 
rock street, and for taking land in 
Edinboro terrace for sewer; assign- 
ing hearings Dec. 15 on laying out 
of Farlow road and Beechcroft road; 
for rounding corner of Chapel and 
Green streets; granting $46,636.25 
for city expenses to Dec. 31 ; grant- 
ing $11,700 for city expenses to Jail. 
15; authorizing payment of interest 
of $40,884.50 due Jan. 1903; author- 
izing water main, Walker street, 
$115; exte tiding location of B. & W. 
Street Railway Co. on Boylston street 
to July 1, 1903, and authorizing the 
following transfers of appropriations:

plant. 

POLE RELOCATIONS. 

Upon'tlic orders granting the N. E. 
Tel. & Tel. Co. pole relocations on 
Parker, Needham, Walnut and Boyls- 
ton, Church and Patk, Centre, Boyls- 
ton and Dudley and Boylston and 
Winchester streets, Alderman Web- 
ster said that his attention had been 
called many times to the practice of 
the company in substituting a round 
chestnut pole for a square hard pine 
pole. Some abuttors object and he 
believed the board should make the ar- 
rangements for any relocations as he 
also believed such occasionsa favorable 
opportunity to relieve the streets from 
more than one line of poles. These 
relocations were flagrant acts of the 
company as the new poles were not 
always put in the same place as the 
old, and they then came to the aldermi n 
to ratify their illegal location. He 
believed they should come to the 
board first and not to the Inspector of 
Wires.except in exceptional instances. 

Alderman Brown cited cases where 
poles had been relocated and believed 
the abuttors interested should be noti- 
fied of relocations. 

Alderman Lothrop said that reloca- 
tions in his vicinity had disfigured 
the streets. 

In reply to an inquiry from Al- 
derman Hutchinson as to power of the 
Inspector of "Wires, Alderman Web- 
ster stated that the committee were 
informed that the counsel for the 
Telephone Co. did not deem the relo- 
cation authorized by the Inspector of 
Wires as sufficient and desired the 
aldermen to ratify such locations. 

City Engineer jFarnham explained 
the details of plans submitted by the 
company and the order was then 
adopted, the Committee on Public 
Franchises Deing requested to obtain 
the opinion of the City Solicitor as to 
whether the board should act upon a 
matter of relocation, and if the In- 
spector of Wires can act before the 
board if such is the case. 

Hearings were held on the laying out 
of Farlow and Beechcroft roads at 
which no one appeared, notice hav- 
ing been duly waived by all abuttors 
and tlie orders laying out said streets 
were then adopted. 

Z An “order transferring S1190 from 
interest on City Loans Permanent and 
$390 from interest on Water Loans to 
School Incidentals was adopted, Al- 
dermen Ensign and Hubbard voting 
no. Alderman Ensign changing his 
vote from yes to no prior to declara- 
tion of the vote. 

A long discussion followed the 
order transferring to 1903 the unex- 
pended balance of the Fuel appropria- 
tion of the School Department. Al- 
derman Webster did not believe in 
adding to the appropriation made in 
the budget, as there was enough 
money to carry the department 
through the present winter. The 
action of the Finance Committee was 
defended by Aldermen Lothrop, Day 
and Trowbridge and the order was 
adopted, Alderman Webster alone 
voting no. 

Upon the order appropriating $100 
for maintenance of illuminated clock 
on the Mason Bchool, Alderman Web- 
ster offered an amendment that the 
order should not take effect until the 
contribution of $425 had been deposi- 
ted with the City Treasurer. This 
motion was opposed by Alderman 
Saltonstall as absolutely useless. 

Alderman Bowen stated that the 
citizens had already raised one half 
the amount in a very few days, but 
would not raise the money if the city 
will not agree to maintain the clock. 

Alderman Webster then withdrew 
his amendment and the order was 
adopted. 

The following resolution was 
adopted : 

RESOLVED, that the board of 
aldermen of the City of Newton is 
opposed to legislation providing for a 
state tax upon the taxable property 
in this Commonwealth to be dislrtbut 
ted among cities and towns in propor- 
tion to attendance in the public 
schoola.for the following among other 
reasons : 

Tha t such taxation is unjust to 
cities already sustaining heavy bur- 
dens in taxation which will bo com- 
pelled by such taxation aiul distribu- 
tion to aid in sustaining the expenses 
of other cities and towns. 

The City Solicitor is hereby direct- 
ed to oppose such proposed legisla- 
tion before the Commission appoint- 
ed under the provision of chapter 
115 of the Resolves of the Legislature 
of 1902, entitled “Resolve to provide 
for the appoint hi 3 lit of a com- 
mission to investigate the method of 
supporting public schools.” 

Alderman Mellon then offered the 
following resolution: 

WHEREAS it has been brought to 
the attention of the board of aider- 
men that certain department or 
officers of the city have heretofore 
expended money or incurred liability 
“beyond the amount duly appropriat- 
ed therefor contained in the annual 
appropriation order or subsequently 
appropriated and thereafter granted 
by order of the board of aldermen,” 
In direct violation both of the spirit 
and letter of the city charter. ** 

NOW THEREFORE RESOLVED, 


that we disapprove of riicIj action ou 
the part of those who have practiced 
it and demand that in the future the 
expend it lire* in every department be 
kept strictly within the limits of the 
appropriation therefor. 

RESOLVED, that this board ap- 
proves the action of the chief execu- 
tive of the city looking toward the en- 
forcement of the charter requirements 
in the expenditure of public money, 
and we pledge ourselves to support 
him in every effort to make those re- 
quirements effective. 

Alderman Mellon read a portion of 
the city charter prohibiting the ex- 
penditure of money beyond the 
amount appropriated and granted by 
the aldermen and said that in certain 
cases that section had not been lived 
up to and the resolution were present- 
ed by direction of the Finance Com- 
mittee. He believed the asking of 
transfers and for new money was all 
wrong, although in sudden emergen- 
cies like epidemics of small pox and 
the maintenance of the heating and 
lighting plant, appropriations might 
be lawfully exceeded. He believed 
Newton had the best Street Commis- 
sioner in Massachusetts or even the 
United States but he was sorry to see 
a request for a transfer to the Side- 
walk appropriation which had been 
exceeded. The School Department 
had also asked for $1500 to meet a 
liability incurred in excess of their 
appropriation. He did not believe 
it a right way to do city business. 
He did not believe there was anything 
stingy or niggardly about the board, 
but they should insist that the ex- 
penditure of public money should be 
within the charter requirements. 

Alderman Ensign said that it was 
bad policy to spend more than the 
appropriations, and it was time to 
call a halt. He believed the board 
would treat the departments fairly. 

Alderman Webster said he favored 
the resolution and hoped the rest of 
the board would not therefore vote 
against it. He thought the board 
should approve these things before 
action was taken by the departments. 

Alderman Saltonstall approved of 
the resolutions in the main but could 
see how exigencies such as a storm 
or fire might occur and believed there 
should be a saving clause or it might 
work some hardship. 

Alderman Mellen said that Ihe stat- 
utes cover that point and the resolu- 
tions were then adopted. 

WINDSOR ROAD. 

Alderman Hutchinson said that the 
matter of Windsor road had been be- 
fore the Committee on Public Works 
for some months but the items of 
drainage and taking of lands for 
that purpose had not been considered 
and he wished the order recommitted. 

City Solicitor Slocum said that the 
taking of land for a drain outlet as 
part of the street was a new’ proposi- 
tion but believed it could be done. The 
right to use the water course for 
drainage was correct if the brook was 
not surcharged thereby, in which 
case the abuttors would have an action 
for damages. He believed the cost of 
the drainage could be included in 
the basis of betterment assessments. 

Alderman Webster said this order 
represents the culmination of eight 
months hard work and he had diffi- 
culty in getting the abuttors to agree 
to it. The matter of water arises 
on every street laid out by the city, 
and this obection would always apply 
to Windsor road, as well as to any 
other"street. Part of the water from 
Wiudor road in an emergency could 
be turned into the south branch of 
Cheesecake brook, and he suggested 
that if the brook needed widening 
it could be done under the betterment 
act. 

Alderman Day said he was a trustee 
of what was formerly the Poor Farm 
property and they had been at great 
expense to drain that property near 
the north branch of the brook. The 
trustees are willing to allow the use 
of this brook by the city if they are 
held harmless and their right to dam- 
ages maintained. Windsor road is 
the water shed for that vicinity and 
it is now proposed to turn all the 
water from it into the north branch 
of the brook. There would be serious 
objection from abuttors if the brook 
was widened under the betterment 
act. 

The order was then recommitted. 

DINNER. 

Alderman Trowbridge called atten- 
tion to the custom of an annual din- 
ner by the board and stated that last 
year steps were taken to make a per- 
manent organization. The committee 
appointed at that time wishes per- 
mission to invite the ex-mayors and 
ex-aldermen since 1898 to attend the 
next dinner to be given. 

On motion of Alderman Ensign the 
committee of last year were asked to 
take charge of such a dinner and 
to invite the ex-mayors and ex-alder- 
men as suggested. This committee 
consists of Aldermen Trowbridge, 
Bro wn, ex-Alderman Henry Baily and 
Mayor Weeks. 

And at 11.19 p. m. the board ad- 
journed until Dec. 29 at the usual 
hour.

being supplied by Newton men, who 
at the same time refuse to deliver 
coal to their regular customers. It 
should be borne in niiud, however, 
that stories of this nature, in such 
times as these, are easy to circulate 
and rapidly grow in size, but at the 
same time the .reputable coal dealer 
should be more than careful in hand- 
ling the amount of coal which comes 
into their hands during the present 


The resolutions regarding the ex- 
ceeding of appropriations by city de- 
partments call attention to the un- 
businesslike methods heretofore iu 
vogue at City Hall in the purchase 
of supplies and the employment of 
labor. The recent change in the or- 
dinance, giving the mayor complete 
jurisdiction in these matters will 
probably regulate the evil.

NO LEGAL RIGHTS. 

Waban Location of Wal° 
tham St. Rwy. Co. 

Disapproved by Board of Railroad 
Commisioaers. 


Another chapter in the street rail- 
way history of this city was written 
at the office of the Railroad Commis- 
sioners yesterday afternoon when 
that body rendered an adverse ruling . 
on the petition of the Waltham Street i 
Railway Company for approval of 
its recent grant of location through I 
Waban. 

Messrs. Chamberlain, Milton and 
Wilson of that company, Messrs. 
Coolidge.Ctaflin. Hammett and HIght 
of the Newton companies and Mr. J. 
H. Robinson of Waban and Mr.C. F. 
French of Waltham were present at 
the hearing which was held at 2,30 
p. m. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated that the 
Waltham Co. had filed a petition with 
the legislature for an extension of the 
charter of the Waltham Co. into 
Newton, Wellesley, Weston, Lincoln 
ami Concord, and requested the 
board to hold the Waban matter in 
abeyance until the legislature had 
acted. 

Mr. Coolidge objected saying that 
petitions of the Newton companies 
were befhg held up in Newton until 
this Waban petition was settled and 
his company was entitled after wait- 
ing three months for a decision from 
the board. Mr. Coolidge also inti- 
mated that his company would seri- 
ously object to some of the conditions 
of the Waban franchise if that matter 
was to be considered. 

After some discussion between 
Chairman Jackson and Mr. Chamber- 
lain the chairman stated that the 
hoard would rule that the Waltham 
company had no legal standing be- 
fore the 'aldermen of Newton in the 
matter of a location in Waban. 

Mr. Chamberlain took exceptions 
with the intention of appealing to 
the Supreme court.

POULTRY POINTERS. 

Supply plenty of gravel to fowls that 
nro being fattened In confinement. 

Chickens should never be allowed to 
ga on the roosts until ten or twelve 
weeks old. 

Lime is u purifier and should be used 
iis a wash on the coops, perches and 
nest boxes. 

If a hen lays soft shelled eggs, give 
her plenty of gravel, oyster shells mid 
crushed hone. 

Ducks should be allowed as much 
liberty as possible. They are not par- 
tial to confinement. 

Flat eggs, eggs within eggs, double 
yolked eggs and other unuutural for- 
mations are due to the liens being over- 
fat. 

Geese nmy be fattened on any hind 
of grain If fed all that they will eat for 
about ten days before sending them to 
market Corn, peus and hurley are 
best. 

Young chicks of fancy breeding 
should not be permitted to roost on 
perches until after they are eight 
months old, as It often causes crooked 
breast bones. 

Accumulating filth Is n prolific source 
of disease, especially gapes. After the 
poultry yard Is cleaned up sprinkle It 
well with diluted carbolic acid and a 
little copperas.

Dr. Gilbert Robbins Brackett, pas- 
tor of the Second Presbyterian church, 
was laid to rest Tuesday afternoon of * 
last week, his obsequies being attend- 
ed by one of the most representative 
congregations that ever assembled 
in Charleston. The church was very ! 
simply but effectively draped in 
black; the services were of the 
triumphal order, the acting pastor, . 
of the church saying that it was 
the wish of the departed that the oc- 
casion of his funeral should illustrate 
the hope, and life of the believer's 
faith, that death was not the end, 
but the beginning of existence. The 
hymns sung at the services were se- 
lected by Dr. Brackett before he passed 
away, and they were sung with the J 
spirit and the understanding. The : 
honorary pallbearers were from six 
different denominations. After the ' 
services in the church the casket 
was bourne to the church yard, all : 
the members of Dr. Brackett’s flock 
following sorrowing that they Bhould ; 
see his face no more here, but re- 
joicing in the hope of recognition 
and reunion in the country to which 
he had gone. ( 

Dr. Brackett, the son of Charles 
and Lucy Gay Brackett, was born in 
Newton, July 9th, 1833. He entered 
Amherst College in 1853, but was 
compelled to leave before graduation • 
on account of ill health. Removing 
South in 1859, he entered the Theo- 
logical Seminary in Columbia, and | 
was graduated in May 1862, He was 
pastor of a church in North Carolina, 
also Winsbora, South Carolina, ac- 
cepted a call to the Second Presby- 
terian in Charleston in May 1871 as 
the successor of the Rev. Dr. Smyth, 
who had served the church with 
great devotion and distinction for 
forty years. In the several pastoral 
relations which he held as in the 
large and important charge which 
he administered to the time of his i 
death, Dr. Brackett has been uniform- 1 
ly happy and successful, a close and t 
eager student of all knowledge that 
may be made tributary to his sacred 
calling, he was an unwearied and 
faithful laborer in all its practical 
duties. Forcible, logical, eloquent 
and earnest. In the pulpit, he was 
as a pastor, wise, gentle and sym- 
pathetic and self sacrificing, admira- 
bly qualified to win distinction in 
letters and often called upon for pub- 
lic addresses, his ambition was bound- 
ed by a desire to win souls. 

in the death of Dr. Brackett the 
city of Charleston has lost one of its 
most eminent men, and the Presby- 
terian church one of its most faithful 
ministers. For 31 years he was pas- 
tor of the Second Presbyterian church 
aud served it so acceptably that there 
was never the least occasion of fric- 
tion betweeu him and his people. 

One of the younger members of his 
flock said that “Every man, woman 
and child in the church loved him.” 

It was the love side of the Gospel that 
he preached. He did not neglect 
any of the essential things of doc- 
trine, und with Jiia feet shod with 
t lie preparation of the Gospel of 
peace, and his heart resting ou the 
promises of the Master, he passed 
over on a Sabbath morning to the 
other side, where he had taught his 
people that there are blessings and 
honor, and peace forever more. A 
widow and two children survive him. 
Prof, Richard Brackett of Clemsou 
College, and Mrs. Albert Fitzgerald 
of Maryland.

STRUGGLE OF LIFE,

A country boy's luck of opportunity 

C l his best equipment for the serious 
t niggle of life. This sounds paradox 
Icnl, but it is Iruc. It Is Just ns true 
as the opposite proposition, that the 
greatest hindrances a city hoy has to 
<*0Uteml with are the opportunities 
.which beset him when you up and pm- 
aue him 111! he begins the real business 
of life, a business which each Individu- 
al mnrt carry on for himself, for the 
city hoy everything is made as easy as 
possible. Even pleasure becomes to 
him an ohl story before he Is out of his 
teens. Brought up In the feverish rush 
of n place where great things arc hap- 
pening day by day, he secs the world 
with a cynic's eyes and despises the 
mnol) tilings which, like the bricks in 
a house, go to the upbuilding of char- 
acters nnd careers. He believes In lis- , 
lug largo markers in the guuie of life; 
for pennies nnd small units of value he 
has little taste and scant regard. 

The conditions surrounding the coun- 
try boy are as different as possible. 
There Is a deal of regular work that 
every country hoy must do, nnd this 
regularity of employment, mostly out 
of doors, inculcates Industrious habits, 
while it contributes to a physical de- 
velopment which in after years Is Just 
as valuable as any athletic training 
that can be had. lie cannot run as 
fast perhaps ns those trained by a sys- 
tem. He may not be able to jump so 
high or so far or excel In any of the 
sports upon which we bestow so much | 
time and from which we get so much 
of pleasure, but Ids development en- 
ables him to buckle down to the hard 
work In which hours are consumed 
and from which very little or no Im- 
mediate pleasure Is extracted. His 
strength may be something like that 
of the cart horse, but the cart horse 
is to be preferred where a long and 
steady pull Is required. The thorough- 
bred race horse has a tine flight of 
speed and canters with delightful 
lightness and grace along the park 
bridle paths, but the heavy work is the 
•work most in demand, and for that we 
want the draft animals every time. 

Enthusiasm is the spur to endeavor, 
and at the same time It iso the savor of 
life. The country boy whose am hi-’ 
tlon has taken him to town comes 
filled with enthusiasms. Even the lit- i 
tie things are novelties to him, and ns 
he accomplishes this and that he feels 
that be is doing something not only 
interesting, but valuable. His sliupls 
tastes have not been spoiled by a mul- 
tiplicity of gratifications, and so lie Is 
glad of everything good that comes 
his way. At thirty, if he leads a clean | 
life, he has more of the boy in him 
than his city cousin has left at fifteen. 
He does what Is before him because it 
is his duty, while the other Is apt 
cynically to question the value of do- 
ing anything and ask, “What Is the 
use?” 

Of the men who have achieved, great 
prominence nnd high influence In our 
affairs of state the country boys are at 
least twenty to one over the city lads. 
Nowadays Indeed our cynical city lads 
look upon men who take an active In- 
terest in public affairs as rather low 
fellows and quite beneath their associ- 
ation and notice. But the country boys 
are at the top in other Hues of endeav- 
or. In finance they are pre-eminent, 
and the great bank presidents today In 
the great cities nearly all learned to 
read and to cipher In country schools 
where birch and ferule had not suc- 
cumbed to the civilizing Influences of 
scientific pedagogy. Our great rail- 
ways were In the main built by them, 
and today the administrators of those 
great companies are In great measure 
from farms and country villages, from 
places where work began In early In- 
fancy and u Hcnse of duty developed 
while still the lisp of childhood lln 
geretl. 

Some city boys, however, are of such 
sturdy stuff and endowed with such 
natural gifts that they succeed by rea- 
son of their Inherent superiority. Oth- , 
ers succeed abundantly because they 
have used their opportunities wisely 
ami hi real life have pursued the same 
course which enables so many country 
boys to win fume and rortuue. The 
more honor to them for having sur- 
vived their too great opportunities. 
But the country boy when lie conies to 
town couches out for the high places. 
Though not all find seats of the 
mighty, nearly all of the exulted sta- 
tions are tilled in the end by men of 
country birth and country rearing, for 
they usually start out with the sound 
theory thut what is worth having Is 
worth striving for. -John Gilmer Speed 
In Braudur Magazine.

FIRE ALARM BOXES, 

The System In Sew York nnd Ilovr It 
In ()|i«Tnted. 

Greater Now York is thickly studded 
with lamppost tire alarm boxes. The 
directions on each box. which is paint- 1 
ed red and Is surmounted at night by a 
red light, are; 

“Turn handle to right until door 
opens; thou pull Inside hook once and 
shut the door/’ The opening of the i 
box rings a large bell iu the door, 1 
which alarm Is intended to notify any 1 
one In the neighborhood, especially the ! 
nearest policeman, that the box has 
been opened. The policeman will then 
make sure that this was not done out 
of mischief by some one who wanted to 
see the engines arrive or, as recently 
happened, by a raw maidservant who 
wanted to mall a letter. When the in- 
side lever is pulled down and let go, it 
sets In motion a certain clockwork that 
ticks out the number of the box three 
times In succession nt headquarters In 
Sixty-seventh street. Not only thut, 
but It makes a record upon a tape, 
showing the number of the box and the 
exact second at which the lever was 
pulled. 

A clerk who sits night and day be- 
side the headquarters instrument notes 
the number and selects from a drawer 
a certain disk which when Inserted In 
the proper apparatus causes the alarm 
to bo rung In the station houses of the 
district in which that firebox is situat- 
ed. The average time required to se- 
lect this disk and send out the alarm Is 
ten seconds. There are always two 
clerks and sometimes three in this de- 
partment. Not n word is spoken. An 
outsider would hardly know that ail 
alarm is going out, la order to prevent 
several alarms coming at the same 
time from people who see the same fire 
nnd run to different boxes no two 
neighboring boxes are on the same cir- 
cuit.— S crib Jier’s.

Soup in the enrly days of tlie repub- 
lic was considered ns food for invalids 
or poor people only. Later, when the 
social splendors of the court of the 
Empress Eugenie attracted rich Amer- 
icans In flocks to Paris, French table 
mn liners and customs pushed the old 
English dinner fashions to the wall. It 
Ib doubtful, however. If soup ever found 
a place on the dinner table of the 
wealthy Maryland or Virginia planter, 
unless green turtle, which was really a 
stew, might be so called.

This wonderful book, written in heav- 
en and bound in satin, jewels and 
gold, wag communicated to Moham- 
med at different times during a period 
of twenty-three years. This was done, 
according to Mohammedan belief, ei- 
ther by Gabriel In human shape or by 
God himself. When Gabriel acted as 
translator and communicator, he did so 
“with a great sound of music and 
bells.” God appeared either “veiled or 
unveiled during Mohammed’s waking 
hours or during dreams at night.” 


Virginia’* Only Slave. 

The state of Virginia once owned a 
Blave, the only one probably tbe com- 
monwealth ever did own. He was 
known ns Ben the Bell Ringer of tbe 
University of Virginia. The university 
only hud $200 left over when It was 
endowed, and It was proposed to buy a 
negro with this amount and keep him 
as a bell ringer. They bought Ben. 
and in his time lie became a great char- 
acter at the uuiverslty. He knew ev- 
erybody and was very useful to every- 
body. Ben used to get very drunk on 
the liberal and constant fees he re- 
ceived from students. lie died In the 
Albemarle poorhouse at an udvuueed 
age. 

A Lurk’* Lofty Flight.

The use of flax for making eloth- 
lng 1 b nearly us ancient as that of cot- 
ton and perhaps more so, plants of Boft 
and flexible fiber having been without 
doubt among the first vegetable pro- 
ductions of the ancient world and their 
practical value discovered soon after 
the invention of weaving.

A writer in London Truth says that 
In the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the London theaters opened at fl 
o'clock, and as it was therefore diffi- 
cult for playgoers to arrive punctually 
and obtain sentB many of them sent 
footmen or hired men from the streets 
to secure places for them. These sat in 
the seats until those who had sent them 
came, nnd the custom prevailed until 
1760, when the system now in force 
was adopted. “A footman used to be 
sent early to take places and keep 
them by the simple but effectual plan 
of sitting on them till his masters and 
mistresses arrived. Such a practice 
would now be considered an intolerable 
nuisance, but people in those days were 
much less particular.' and appear to 
have thought nothing of sitting for an 
act or two irfieek hy jowl with a flun- 
ky or, worse, with a vagabond picked 
up in the street,” An allusion to the cus- 
tom occurs in Fielding's “MlsswLuey In i 
Town," act 1. scene 2. nnd Popys in 
his “Diary” occasionally mentions hav- 
ing hired a boy In the streets to occupy 
A seat for him. 

Japan Once Joined to China. 

Japan consists of a group of “festoon 
islands.” forming a long curve, with Its 
concavity townsd the mainland, nnd 
many of tlii-lr peculiarities are due to 
their upheimi] by subterranean forces, 
of which they are Btill one of the most 
active seats. They were undoubtedly 
connected with Chinn and with the 
land to the north of this nt no very re- 
mote period, geologies lly speaking, ami 
therefore, like Great Britain and Ire- 
land, are scientifically classified as “re- 
cent continental Islands.”

When- 
ever a robbery Is committed the ruler 
of the hamlet summons the entire male 
population and requests them to write 
on a slip of paper the name of the per- 
son they suspect as having committed 
the crime. The one receiving the lar- 
gest number of ballots is declared duly 
I “elected” and is accordingly hanged. 
ThiB system, like al! others, has Its pe- 
culiar advantages. It insures the pun- 
ishment of somebody for every robbery 
committed, whereas under the syHteui 
In vogue in most civilized countries In 
nine eases out of ten no punishment le 
Inflicted on anybody for the crime. Of 
course they tuny not “elect” the guilty 
person, but dispose of some other char- 
acter equally bnd. 

Old Violin*.

Peel tart apples very thin, cut them lu 
quarters and remove the cores and 
seeds. As fast as you can peel and 
quarter them drop the apples in a 
saucepan in which you have already 
placed cold water to the depth of two 
Inches. When the apples are all In, put 
the saucepan over a slow’ fire, cover it 
till the water readies the boiling point, 
then remove the cover nnd let the ap- 
ples simmer almost imperceptibly till 
you can pierce them easily with a 
broom splint: then sprinkle the sugar 
over them and let them just simmer 
until It is all melted. Remove the 
saucepan from the fire and let It stand 
where the apples will get cold before 
turning them Into a dish for the table.

The buyer occupies a position of con- 
sequence In the stockyards community, 
lie 4a mi expert, usually a man of mid- 
dle age, who lias old a I nod his educa- 
tion and technical ability partly in the 
packing hotiRos and partly on the much. 
An experienced buyer Is likely to re- 
ceive a salary of to $5,000 a 

year, mid lie is worth all of that, for on 
bln ability to tell by a moment’s In- 
spection what quality of beef will bo 
produced by a steer that he never be- 
fore laid eyes on depends primarily the 
excellence of the product Issued by hin 
house and hence the Increase of Its 
business. 

i Tlie buyer's work Is not arduous, ami 
to all appearance his task Is a simple 
one. Ho walks along the flat board 
laid along the top of the fence, glanc- 
ing keenly at the cattle in the different 
pens. Some he passes by without n 
pause, others he stops to Inspect more 
closely, and occasionally ho displays 
his Interest 111 a group by asking a 
question or two of the mou In charge. 

Long experience enables him at n 
glance to distinguish between »» grass 
fed steer and a corn fed steer, to de- 
cide whether nn animal Is entitled to 
be classed as "fancy.” “good" or "com- 
mon” and to guess wltlilu a few pounds 
of an animal's exnct weight by glanc- 
ing at him. The buyer makes his pur- 
chases "on the hoof." paying the tnnr- 
ket price ruling for the day for the 
grade lu which It is decided each group 
of cattle belongs. In a few words the 
transaction Is completed, and the buy- 
er's Interest in the affair Is ended.— 
Leslie's Monthly.
